There was a eequel to the recent 
destructive Daddell Street fire in Mr. 
E. W: Hamilton’s Court yesterday 
afterncon, when three Chinese were 
charged with thelaroeny of a quantity 
in copper wire from among the debris 
of the Hongkong Electric company’s 
Cable Store and Testing Depot, 

Two of the defendinte were in the 
permanent employ of the Electric 
Company, while the other man did 
odd jobs there, : 

An atsistant storekeeper - said 
on the morning of August 18 the 
three defendants visited the ruias 
and pro: eded to collect a quantity of 
copper wire, which in spite of his 
protests, they carried away. 

Mr, Petley of the Mains Departracnt 
said thay rescued ss much of the 
stores from the ruins as thay could, 
and sorted them ont for inspeotion by 
the Insurance people, and what was 
not condemned thoy removed to the 
Wanchai Depot. 

One of thedefendante rem sked that 
it was very’strange that none of the 
stolen property was prodaced in Court. 

‘An Indian watchman said he saw 
the defendants leaving the ruins with 
baskete of wir: whiclthey carried up 
the steps leading to Ice House Street. 
This man’s evidence was contradictory 
on other points and the Magistrate 
refused to b.leve him or to hear 
another Indian witness, suggesting 
that they had never seen the defen: 
dants at all. : ° 

The first defendant said ba was 
sup rintending the work of 20 coolies, 
aud denied having removed any wire. 
He admitted however, that a Chinege 
asked him to have two baskets of 
rubbish, containing a few bitsof wire 
removed to a barber's shop and he 
gave the necestary instructions to the 
coolies.

TELEPHONE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. * 


‘ {MPORTANT RECOMMENDATIONS MADP. 
RATE, FIXING, COMMITTER PROPOSED. 


The Colonial Secretary hoa forwarded to usa copy of tho report of the 
Committee of the Joint Chambers of Commerce appointed to consider the 
proposed new agreement with the China and Japan Telephone and Electric 
Co., Ltd. The report is as follows :—~ : 

Gentlemen, | : 

’ This Committee was appointed to investigate the terms of the pro- 
posed new agreement between the Government sad Tho ‘hina and Japan 
Telephone and Electric Co., Ltd. Various papers in connection with the 
telephone negotiations have béon ‘supplied us by the Colonial Secretary's 
Office; and Mr. Parker Ness, Vice-Cbairman of the Company, gave his views 
on the question at a meeting called for that purpose, but he refused to disonas 
lowering the torms of the licence renewal, : 

PART I. 


Our investigations lead us to the coacluion that the following ten facta 
are well established :— ; ~ 

1. The existing licence expires January Slat. 1930, untit when thaCom- 
pany is under an obligation to provide a good and efficient telephone service, 
with approved and modern sppliances at a charge not exceeding £10 per 
annum for lines within a radius of 1 mile from any exchange. 

": 9,° No provision is made in the existing licence for continuing the 
telephone service after January Slet, 1930. era 

3. Tho present system is to a great extent ubsolete, making the intro- 
duction of somo more modern system at an early date desirable, (Note: Mr. 
Cole’s report of 1922 mentions the plant in both exchanges as obsolete. 
Also the fact that the syétem has’ been changed in Singapore to the Central. 
Battery System and that the Government of atin tase stipulated (vide 
Mr, Parker Ness) that the magneto svatem may only bo installed in ex- 
cbanges of less than 300 stations and that they have slso insisted on an 
oo exchange being installed in Bombay at the Company's expense 
and risk), 

4. The Company is prepared to install a more modern system provided 
their licence is extended, and the rates increased to allow an adequate return 
on,the capital expenditure involved. . 

5. Some sort of contiel over the Company's operations is desirable from 
the Gove-nment and Subroribere’ point of view. This can be arranged by 
the preaznt Company obtaining or nominating a majority of local Directors 
and the keeping of the accounts in Hongkong whilst still retaining their 
London standing. ; 

A similar control can be obtained by reconstructing the Company as a 
local registered Company with a majority of local Directors. This would 
have sav.d annually a large sum in Income Tax. (Note: Paymonte for 
Income Tax, Excess Profit Tax snd Corporation Tax have averaged £1800 
p.a. during the past 7 years). 

The draft agreement provides for the flotation of a new local Company 
to take over the Assets snd Liabilities of the present Company whereby the 
Sharzholders of the China and Japan Telephone and Electric Co., Ltd., will 
receive shares and. Debentures in tha new Company equivalent to the re- 
valuation of their Plant and other Assets, - - ‘ . 

Two valuations, one mada by Mr. P. D. Cole, A.MLLLE.E., Manager of 
the Shanghai Mutual Telephone Co., Ltd. on bebalf of the Government, and 
one by the Comyany’s Consulting Engineer Mr. W. W. Cook, MLINST., C.E., 
MI.E.E., h.ve bezn submitted for this purpose. : 

6. Mr, Cole’s valuation is based on replacement values supplied by The 
China and Japan Telep'ione and Electric Company, whick he states to be 
Kiberal, and capable of reduction in view of a fall in prices. He considers 
that £210,837 (Plant £141,594, Land aod Buildings £50,029 and Stores 
£19,214) represcuts the present valae of the andertaking sold by one owner 


to aiother; (with presumablyaa ext-nsion of lice.ce'and powers ‘to increase’ 


rates), +g 

7. The Company’s valustion of £279,687 (Plant £195,359, Land and 
Buildings £65,114 and Stores £19,214) is,.we understand, their idea of a fair 
value for the undortabing transferred from.one owner to another as a going 
concern, (with presamably an extension of licence, ant! powers to increase 
tates). They bave supplied detailed schedules showing how this amount is 
arrived at, but refused any information as to the basis on which the schedites 
were compiled. From examination of their figures, we infer they estimated 
ths cost of resonstructiug the present plant at the high prices raling on 
December Stat, 1921 and then revalued this according to the age of the plant 
on the “ Sinking Fond” method of depreciation. The amount deducted for 
depreciation in. this valuation is muob less than that estimated as necessary:

Part II, Clauee 6. The new 
subscription ratea have beea .the 
subject of careful consideration aad 
of. agreement by tho two Expert, 
both of them eprcialista in this con- 
nection, The Committee seems to 
have made no calculation to justily 
the schedule of rates they propose 
in substitution of that of Messrs. 
Cole and Cook. They simply 
allege that the subscription rates“ are 
too high” and the Committee put 
forward the figure of $8400 instend 
of the existing £10 thus lessenin, 
inatead of increasing the average rate 
which the £10 has, until lately, 
produced. During the years 1905- 
1917 the £10 subscription prodaced 
from $113.00 to $95.00 per annum 
foreervice within one mile of the ex- 
-changea, 

It is to be observed that the Com- 
mittee, although shewing a great 
desire to escape from Mr. Cook's 
valuation of the property and plant, 
avoid committi:g themselves to any 
other valuation. 

Part III. The Committee's recom 
mendation tbat the Government 
sbould install a system of its own 
to be in working order by 1930.

BOY ABUSES HIS. MASTER.

TROUDIB OVER ‘TROUSERS, 


— 


Mr, Bartholomew, of No. 72, The 
Peak, charged his No. 1 boy before 
Mr. R. E. Lindsell this morning with 
assault, : : 

The complainant said ‘that the 
trouble occurred at 8.30. yester- 
dsy morning. A couple of days 
previous “to this, the witness had 
given the defendant a pair 
of trovsers to take to a tailor 
tobe repaired. Yesterday morning 
when ho examined the trousers he 
found that thoy had not been pro- 
perly repaired, and he gave. instruo- 
tions for them to be taken back to 
the tailor. 
exci'ed and 


The detendant became 
shouted “You no 


“You belong fool.” When the wit- 
nes told him to shut up, the defen- 
dant shouted ‘“ You no talkee my.” 
They were standing about four yards 
from each other in the passageway 
betwoen the pantry and the hall when 
this argument occurred. Tho witness 
might havo shook his fist st the 
defendant, but he did not attempt 
to strike him, and waa never less 
than three yards away from him. 
The defondant shouted a lot of things 
in Chinese and pidgin . English, 
and then suddenly ran into the 
pantry and took hold of a knife. He 
struck it with sucb force on the table 
that the handle was broken, The 
witness was surprised that the 


defendant picked up a carving knifo,- 


and did nosanspact such a move. 
Brandishing the knifo, the defendant 
again shouted “You no belong mas- 
ter.” 

The Magistrate said thet the 
charge could. not be one of 
agsoult, as the defendant did not 
actually strike Mr. Bartholomew. 

Inspector Fox said that ie received 
a telephone message from the 0.8.P. 
to arrest the defendant on a charge of 
assault, and be did eo without bearing 
the evidence. 

Defendant said the complainant 
chased him into the pantry, and 
thinking he was going to be assaulted 
he picked up the knife for self defence. 

Mr. Bartholomew repeated that 
tight from the beginning they were 
never withio atriking distance. The 
witnees might have advanced one or 
two steps to scare the defendant and 
make bim shut up, but he did not 
attempt to atrike him. The witness 
said that he could call Mr. Sinclair to 
teatify that be had never abused the 
defendaut before. 

Dofendant said that Mr. Sinclair 
nover complained about hia ernduct, 
and the witnesc liked to work for him, 
but the complainant was slways 
giving lots of trouble. He sent a coolie 
to tale the trousers to” the 
tailor’s to be repaired, and 
when thoy were ready they 
were taken to Mr, Bartholomew’s 
office, and he examined them bofore 
they were put away. Yes'erday mor- 
ning Mr, Bartholomew become very 
violeut and flung the trousers about 
the place. The witness said to him, 
“You are the owner of the trousers, 
ard ycu can order the tailor your- 
self.” Mr. Bartholomew became very 
avgry and ebaking his fist at 
him said “I makee you die, You 
savvy (aikoon (station?” The witoe 6 
admitted that be lost bis temper then 
and picked up the knife. He etuck 
iti. the table ond it fell to the floor 
and the handle broke. The defendant 
added that he had sent tw. of Mr. 
Bertholomew’s callars and two 
ahirts to the wash, and com- 
plaipant did not pay him yet. 
He was still owing Lim 40 cents. 

Remaking that that had nothing to 
do with the case, the Magistrate re- 
duced the charge to one of disorderly 
conduct whereby a breach of the 
peace m'ght have been occasioned, 
and convicting, fined tho defendant 
$100 or four weeks’ jail,

AMOY WEDDING. 


BORBY—REED. 

The wedding took place‘at the 
Union Church, Amoy, recently, of 
Miss Margaret Dare Sorby, a 
daughter of the Isto Mr. Loonard 
Sorby, of Workeop, and a well known 
and popular member of the Hong- 
kong Education Service, to Capt. H. 
G. Reed, t.a., Seoretary and 
Superintendent of : Police to the 
Kulangen Municipal Council, Amoy. 

The ceremony was conducted by 
the Rev. L. Gordon Phillips, and the 
bride who was tastefully attired in a 
drees of cream georgette with black 
laco hat, was given away by Mr. 
H: J. Morse of the Standard Oil Co. 
Mrs. Morse was the matron-of-honour, 
while the duties of best man were 
discharged by Capt F. R. Smith, w.c., 
of the Australian Flying Corps. 


A Ohina Mail roporter interviewed 
the Captain Suporintendent of Police 
(Mr. B.D. 0. Wolfe) with regard to 
the Hon, Mr. H. W. Bird’s reference 
to -the polica handling of the 
wotorcars during the Chinese samen’s 
strike, as “ utter chaos” in the courte 
of his speech in connection. with the 
Regiatration of Persone’ Bill which 
was thrown ont at last Thureday’s 
meeting of the Legislative Council. 

* “The reporter asked the O.8.P., if he 
had any reply to make to it. 

Mr. Wolfe said that Mr. Bird’s 
criticism was uncalled for, and des- 
cribed it a8 “untran and extremely 
unfair” oriticiam. .Ii,he had only 
himsalf and his men to consider, Mr. 
Wolfe eaid, be would not have minded 
it very much, os being publio servanta 
thoy had to put up with a lot of such 
unfounded criticiam, but when. bo 
thought of the larga numbers of 
civilian volunteers, Europeans, In- 
dians und eome Chinees also, who 
gave upall their time during those 
last two trying days of the atrike to co 
operate with the police in ranning tho 
transport service, he resented Mr, 
Bird’s elur very much, as surely, un- 
qualified eslit wos Mr, Bird’s 
criticism must reflect on tho volun- 
teersalso. He thought this was very 
regrettable, as he considered the 
volunteors ‘had rendered yeoman 
service at_e timo of great need, and 
for people to forget is ollin the short 
space of six months, andtalklike Mr. 
Bird did, was very poor gratitude 
indeed. Not one of the volunteers 
accepted ony payment for their 
services, Even tho Indians refused 
to take extra pay, and asked instead 
to be given testimonals, of which they 
were very proud. It was altogether 
a splendid show of public spirit 
which could not be bettered anywhere, 

Mr. Wol’e admitted that thero hod 
been some overlapping of se‘vice and 
some orders bad been countermanded 
or duplicated, but then, that was only 
to be expected in such an emergency, 
as a transport service was not thing 
that could be organised in five 
minutes. No one, not even the expert 
supervision which Mr. Bird telked 
about could have done it. The 
hitches occurred only on that long to 
ba remembered 28th day of February, 
when everyone seemed to have stop- 
ped work and the whole life of the 
Colony was ‘disorgdnieed. He wou'd 
certainly say without fear of 
contradiction, that the service was 
working as stnoothly ss could be 
expected onthe following day, and 
not a complaint was received, Then,. 
of course, before the service could get 
ino full awing, tho strike was suddenly 
over, and things rapidiy returned to 
normal, and there was no more need 
for it. 

Mr. Wolfe admitted also that there 
had been some damage done to cars 
io a few enser, but here again it was 
to be expected in such an emergency, 
when drivers took ont cars of a make 
thev were 1ot acquainted witb. - The 
damage was, ouly slight however, at 
least he had not bad a single report of 
a serious damoge, and in every case 
where owners repurt damage, it was 
put right at the Government’s exp -nse, 
and everyone concerned appearcd to 
be @atisfied. oR 

If Mr. Bird said that the service had 
been op ‘‘atter chaos,” how did he 
and many others get their supplies of 
provisions and othernccessaries—their 


crossed bayoneta formed by members 
of the Municipal Police outsidein the 
Church porch. : 

A reception was afterwards held at 
the Manicipal Buildings, when over 6 
hu.dred guests were present. There 
were may beantiful and valuable pre- 
sents whith were admired by all.

POOR CHILDREN, 


— 


Y.M.C.A.’2 GOOD WORK. 


— 


The Summer Vacation clus c: 
opened annually during the echrols 
summer holidaye, under the auspices 
of the Y.MIC.A., for the purpose of 
educating the children of fhe poor 
clases of Chinese on the Ieland and 
in the Mainland, who would otherwiee 
have no opportunity of receiving asy 
education, were closed yesterday. 
During the eix weeks the classes were 
open over 800 Chinese boys and girls 
were given aprcial traiping in trades— 
needJework for girls and basket: mak- 
ing for boys—and also reading and 
writing lessons, Bible lessons and 
physical.‘ jerks.” The different 
schools, ten in number. scattered all 
over the Colony, in buildings lent by 
schoola, churches and charitable in- 
stitutions were conducted gratis by 
more than 90 Chinese men and wemen 
teachers and sevior s‘udents of the 
‘University and the various Colleges 
and Girls’ Schools, who voluntarily 
pave up 8 couplo of houra esch morn- 
ing during their vacation, to superin- 
tend the training. 

The little children were very apt 
pupils ond msde rapid progress, and 
at the Y. M.0.A auditorium yester- 
day afternoon they gave a very ip- 
taresting exbibition of the musical 
drills they bad been taught, te a large 
gathering of people interested in the 
classes, including many proud parents.

Recently the public of Hongkong 
“was given an article on “ Eearning 
“How to Swim.” Now that wo have 
all lesrned to awim wa con advance a 
- stage higher in the natatorial ort. If 
we stopped at swimming alone, it 
would be very selfish, for who would 
go to all that trouble just to be able 
to swim for bis own . pleasure. In 
-these days we look at thiage in 
different light than the Cave man did 
who always puteelf first. This is the 
Age of Bervice and our desire to learn 
-to swim should be backed up by o 
-maro, dominant desire to be atle to 
save a life from drowning, if need be, 
There is no doubt about the necd in 
“Flongkong judgivg from the number 
of reported drownings every year and 
-the Good Lord only knows how many 
“nut reported. It is impossible to 

"form enough Volunteer Life Bavings 
Corps to handle all the beaches around 
Hongkong and why should we leave 
“the matter of saving life to a sclect 
‘few? The slogan of the Red Cross, 
“everyswimmer & potential lifesaver,” 
should likewise be adopted by all of- 
us who ore learning to ewim or teach- 
ing others. Swimming in iteslf is 
‘incomplete regardless of how good 
-you are. Unless you - possess the 
knowledge ond the ability to save the 
‘Life of a person in distress ia the water, 
your expertness is of no volus to 
society and will diz noknelled with 
you. 1 repest, “every swimmer 
potential life saver.” 

Some people say, ‘When a man is 
drowning, all you have to do is to go 
outand get him” any swimmer can 
do that. Why all this talk about 
life eaving!'” It is true that all you 
hava to do is to go out and get him, 
“but the troublo isin the “getting.” 
Most of our would-be life savers” 
ewere ‘gotten” rather than doing 
ths “getting” and the result is a 
-double tragedy instead of one or 
“none, 3 

A knowledge of swimming is 
absolutely essential in saving life so 

” don't think for a minute that any 
Tom, Dick or Harty can do it. He 
«must possess a knowledge of the 
« holda” and ‘ breake”, the ‘‘carrys” 
and metbods of resuecitation, or fail 
in the attemp:. Yea, all you hava to 
.do is to go out and get-him but don’t 
think for a minute that a distressed 
awimmer is going to let you swim 
«quietly up to him,-take hold of bim 
_and tow him back to shore. In most 
-enses you will have the hardest fight 
in your life time, especially if the 
.distrested one is a bigger man, and 
-you have to.“ keep your head” and 
-use tcien2e on bim, ot he will ‘get ” 
-you, A drowning man has lost his 5:1 
-contro} and will grab at straw in order 
to rave himself, The grip that he gets 
-on you is nolan ordinary one, it is 
the grip of death, and you bave got 
-to “break it end effect a “carry” in 
-order to land your man. 
awimmers can he good life sivers 
sll swimmers can attain a fair degree 
of proficiency. To bea life saver one 
mu3t possea certain swimming 

ability, which we will take up now.

Another method is to put the left 
hand in the small of the victim's back 
and right against the victim’s chin 
with tho firat and second fingers over 
the victim's nose, His head is force] 
back until under water. The victim 
will have to breathe through hia 
mouth under water and thus causing 
him to choke. Hoe then thinks abcut 
breathing and releases hia hold. 

3. When clutched around the body 
and arms, The reacyer should take a 
deep breath and drop or slip down- 
words ot the same time raising his 
arms forcibly sideways upwards. 
The right knee should bo placed 
againat the stomach of the victim so 
aato push him away as the drop is 
made, Inimediately grab hts right 
wrist with your right band and turn 
him around ready to be towed to 
shore. In all cases where you must 
break a hold remember to turn your 
victim’ sround’and get him on his 
back where he is not dangerous. 

4. The strangle bold or neck hold 
from b hind'and break, Thisis the, 
most dangerous of all holds and often 
happens with inexperienced life savers. 
Tread water or take the victim under 
with vou after you have taken a big 
breath. Grasp his right wrist 
with your right hand and his left with 
your le't, slowly bend forward making 
sure of your hold on his wrists, now 
strike the head back forcibly against 
his nose and poll his arms sidewards.

lee CARRYS” OR METHODS OF RESCUE 
After you have broken any holds 
which the victim may have gotten on 
you and you have tuned him on his 
back, the next thing is to get him to 
shore. If you have had to swim very 
far in order to reach your man yor 
must be very careful how you use 
your strength in towing him tossfety. 
The following “ carrys” depend upon 
the victim whether ho is struggling or 
passive or whether heis just @ tired 
swimmer wanting relief: 


1, The huad carty.- If the.victim 
is patsive thia a very good “carry” 
for those who havea good frog kick. 
Both hands are-placed at tho side of 
the victim’s head and over his ears. 
His head is then turned back and his 
mouth kept clear of the water. Turn- 
ing the head back tends t2 make the 
body rise to the earface. This you 
should do by all means so that your 
strength will not be espped in case ho 
begins to struggle again. It is 
easter becaveo there is less 
Tesistance to the water. The re- 
scuer swima on his back with 
his feet alone. Should he grow tired 
this way he can change to another 
carry. This is the easiest carry. 

2, The two-point carry of the Red 
Croes. The reacuer swime on his side 
using the scissora kick and one arm. 
The other arm is ueed to support the 
victim in this manner. The hand 
gtasps the upper arm of the victim 
over the biceps muscle, thumb down; 
The resouer’s elbow is pushed under 
the back of the victim who is kept in 
horizontal position on his back. What- 
ever youcan talk to the victim alwaya 
emphasize his keeping his head back 
so you need not use up your strength 
ia supporting his body. 

2. Cross chest carry. In thie carry 
the rescuer swims on his side and 
tows the victim by holding him with 
one atm over the shoulder on the near

METEOD OF APPROACH TO A FERSON 
IN DISTRESS. 

‘Jf vou are called upon to go to the 
a'd fa drowning person while you 
are drossed in street clothes, it is not 
necessary to remove all the clothes, 
the ‘op coatand shoes are .all that is 
necessary. If you wear suspenders 
it is beat to keep the coat on as they 
will slip off the stoulders hile you 
are ewimming-and allow the panta to 
clip down around the feet. They ore 
also dangerous if you have to atruggle 
with the victim. Remember’ you 
cannot Ics aty timo in going to tho 
rescue as the victim may sink below 
the surface and not riss' again. The 
ides that a parson always comes to the 
surface three times before he ‘sinks is 
untrue, it oll depends opon how much 
air he is able to retain in his lungs 
during his struggles. Not only do you 
have to go immodiately but you 
must keep your eye on the victim and 
know where he is should he sink before 
you reach him. ; 

Should you be obliged to rescue 
someone who has fallen off a fast 
moving vessel, it is best to jump in 
immediately and remove the clothes 
after you gat in the water. In this 
way you will be much nearer the 
victim, 

I jomping from any height into 
the water where you ate not eure of 
the depth it is wise to goin feet 
first. Better break a leg than your 
neck. 

Do not swim too fast to the victim 
but save your strength for the struggle 
and the tow to shore. A man must be 
a ‘strong swimmer to tow another 
seventy-five yatdsor even fifty yards. 
It cannot be done anless you havo 
practised it many times. _ 

Always approach the drowning one 
from BEHIND. You may haveto doa 
aurface dive under him and watch for 
your chsnce to get bebind him from

5. Body hold end leg scissora around 
the body and break.

Remember, do uot lose your head 
regardless of what hold he gets on 
you. As long a3 you can breathe 
freely just take your time and

hands high out of the water, which is 
the most effectiva metho } of thrasting 
himolf under; aben is being rescued, 
will do his best to drown his rescuer by 
‘impeding all bis eff srts; will generally 
“clove his eyes and shui oat all 
reason.”

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When the victim turns on you and 
you are {nce to fece with him, either 
kick him away or else watch for an 
opportanity of grasping h's wrist and 
turning him around. If ho getaa 
hold on you, all there is to dois to 
keep your head, break his hold and 
gathim on his buck. . 

RESUSCITATION. 

When you get your victim to shore 
he is in most casea unconscious if 
there has been a struggle or he eank 
before you got to him. If ke is just 
an cxhausted swimmer the only treat- 
ment..needed is to give him s 
stimulant, of whiskey, black coffee, 
eto. and keep himwarm, If he is ua- 
conecious, you will have to administer 
artificial resuscitation. 3 

There ate two generaily accepted 
methode of resuscitation, namely, the 
Schacfer and the Bylvester. In the 
Sylvester method the victim is laid 
out on his back with a pad under bis 
shoulders, The operator kneels at 
the head of the victim and takes a 
wriet with each of his hands. The 
victim's honds are then poshed 
against the walla of the lower chest 
and then raised eideways and up- 
wards. Raising the arms fills the 
longs with sir and the pushing forces 
it out. This is repeated sixteen to 
twenty times a minute. In the 
Schaefer method the victim is !sid 
upon his belly, arms stretched out 
overhead -and his head turned to ons 
side, The operator kneels at the 
victim’a hips and places both bands 
in the small of the victim’s back, 
thumbs together and fingers epread 
out :over ths lower ribs. - The opet- 
ator leans forward and applies 
pressure and thén makes a sudden re- 
lease of pressura keeping the hands in 
position, This is repeate! sixteen to 
twenty times a minute, or the same 
as nataral breathing. ‘ 

Before either one of these methods 
are applied any tight clothes “must be 
loosened. Now straddle the victim's 
body and raise it at the waist allow. 
ing th» water to get ont of the me 
Very little water enters the stomacd. 
The mouth and nose must be wiped 
free of mucous or froth. ‘The tongue 
should be polled rlightly out. Along 
with the artiGcist respiration the 
limbs should be marsaged toward the 


heart and heat applied. This ia ab- 
solutely necessary. 

Moat authorities agree that the 
Schaefer method is the better of the 
two, In the Sylrester method the 
tongue bas to bz held ont with forceps 


‘or it will slip back into the throat and 


shut off the air.. Moving the arms is 
awkward and theinfistion and defla- 
tion of the langafs not as efficient. 
Recenily however, bothof the methods 
have received a ssvere set bask. 
Scientists “have discovered that 
circulation and.not respiration is the 
medium for rejuscitation of the 
drowned and both of these methods 
ate based upon respiration. Itistrue 
that many havo been resuscitated 
with these two methods but it has 
probably been bersuze of the massag- 
ing and application of heat that than 
because of tha pressure on the, rib3. 
The modern theory that ‘carbon 
dioxide ie not a waste product to b 
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© O2 is gotten fom the blood which 
in brought ts the fucgs by the action 
of massage and beat. In this method 
you do not have to preas upon the ribs 
‘bat aimply massego,the limbs toward 
the hes ¢ and apply heat with towels 
ete. 


Regardless of what method you use 
be eure to empty the lunge first and 
masssge toward the heart, Pulmotora 
and Lupgmotors are not as offective 
as direct . application from the 
operator. The discoverer of the new 
method of resuscitation. says ‘‘ the 
Pulmotor is a curse and bas put many 
to sleep forever who would have had 
a chanoe if it had not been used.” 

Do not give food or liquids: to an 
unconscious person. At the first signs 
of normal breathing by the victim do 
not cease the massaging but. continue | 
for a short while longer and give a. 
stimulant. Wrap in warm blankets, 
cover with sand or anything to keep 
him warm until he can bs proyerly 
cared for, or recovers from the shock. 

PEACTICE. 

To be sure of ycurself in case 
yon sre called upon to render 
“Water Kirst Aid”, you should go 
through a thorough bit of practising 
with some of your friends, Practise 
the “holds” and “breaks” on land 
firat until you have learned the tech- 
nique, then Iter in the water Prac: 
tise the ‘‘carrys” in water up to your 
shoulders where you can walk and 
tow the other fellow. Tow for short 
distances with the different “carry”. 
antil you have mastered them all. 
Stage fake fighta to see whether your 
companion can “‘get’’ you or you 
“get” him. This fighting in the water 
is sbsclately essential to make you 6 
seasoned and confident life saver. 

Tu closing, don’t be foolish enough 
to think you can save 8 drowning 
person without some experience in 
“holds, breaks’? and ‘‘carry”. 
have bean many double tragedies and. 
there will be more unless you get: it 
out of your “bead that just because 
yor.are & swimmer, you are also able 
to eave life. “Every swimmer & 
potential life saver’—Take up the 
slogan !
